Churchwardens ſhall ſuſſer no feaſts, ban⸗

Day after all ſaintes (which day not long ſince 
was kept holy fo2 the ſoules of the dead) ney⸗ 
ther at any tyme at all, whereas the cuſtome of 
ringing ſhall ſeeme to encline to ſuperſtition, 
They ſhall ſuffer ringing oncly at thoſe tymes, 
which are appoynted in the booke of aduertifez 
mentes, and to that onelp ble, and after that 
onely oꝛder. FFC 

It ſhall not be lawfull to keepe fayzes, and 
common markets vpon the fonday: neyther on 
that day to put to death, and openly puniſh of- 
fenders cõdemned by the ſentence of Judge. 

They (hall not ſuffer, that any of theſe light 
wanderers in markettes, and pelting ſellers, 
which carry about, and fell pinnes points, and 
other ſmall trifles, whom they cali pedlars, to 
let out their wares to ſale, either in the church⸗ 
yeardes, oꝛ in the poꝛches ot churches, oz any 
where els, on holidayes oꝛſondayes, whileſt a⸗ 
uy part of tze holy miniſtery is in doing, oꝛ any 
ſermon is pꝛeached, neyther that beggars, oz

They ſhall reteyue no curate, but him 
that by the letters, and ſeale of the Byſhop, is 
ſpecially appointed fo2 that church. But it the 
Parſon,Utcar, oz Curate, behaue hymſelfe o⸗ 
therwiſe in hys miniltery, oz that he read ill, 
darckly, and confuſedly , oꝛ that he lyue moze 
loſely and licentiouſly then is fitte foꝛ a man of 
that calling, and therby great offence be taken: 
the churchwardens ſhall ſpedelypꝛeſent him to 
the Biſhop, that by and by he may be puniſhed, 


aͤnd amendment of his fault may follow.

And that the Byſhop may vnderſtande, 
what ſermons are made in euery church of hys 
dioces: the Churchwardens ſhall ſee, that the 
names of all pzeachers, which come to them 
from any other place, be noted in a boke, which 
they ſhall haue ready foz that purpoſe, and that 
euery pꝛeacher ſubſcribe his name in that boke, 
and the name of the Byſhop , of whom he had 
licenre to pꝛeach. 
Laſt of all, the Churchwardens ſhall ſce, 
that all thinges be diligently obſerued, which 
pertayne to they: offices, and that are contao⸗ 
ned in the Queenes iniunctions, and the boke 
of aduertiſementes, and that ſhall be ſet foozth 
by the Archbiſhop 02 Biſhop in euery their vili⸗ 
tations, foꝛ the vſe of the Churches. But if any 
do rayle vpon them, o2 goe to law with them, 
fo Doing they? dutie, and detecting of offen- 
ders, that alſo they ſhall pzeſente vnto the Bi⸗ 
ſhop,that by his meanes and trauaill they may 
moe eaſelp be Deltuered from that trouble.

Ind becauſe thoſe articles ot Chziſtian 
religion, agreed vpon bythe Bilhoppes, inthe 
lawfull, and godly conuocation, and by the 
commaundement, and aucthozitte ofour noble 
pꝛinceſſe Elizabeth aſſembled and holden, vn- 
doubtedly are gathered out of the holy bookes
